“The new toll dialing plan will 
permit an operator in any toll 
center to dial directly to man'y 
telephone numbers in the United 
States and Canada without pass- 
ing the call through intermed- 
iate operators, thus considerably 
reducing the time necessary to 
complete long distance calls.”

Observers ef the Washington scene con- 
sistently report that George Humphrey,, sec- 
retary of the treasury, is the stand out among 
the distinguished personnel who form the pres- 
ident’s cabinet. His ability to grasp problems 
in relation to the overall situation and his will- 
ingness to undertake their solutiqn without pre- 
conceived notions make him of great value to 
the administration. 

Generally ranked as the next best men are 
Attorney General Brownell and Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson. Mr. Benson has been par- 
ticularly impressive because of his forthright 
effort to reduce the enormously costly subsidy 
program. This hardly makes him a popular 
figure in some farm circles but even his critics 
have been forced to admire his honesty and 
courage, 

Another high - rated cabinet officer is In- 
terior Secretary McKay, former governor of 
Oregon, who has proved somewhat of a sur- 
prise in Washington. 

It will be interesting to see how members of 
the Eisenhower cabinet rate when they are 
more time tested—a year ar so from now.

No Depression --- That’s View 
Of U. of C. Provost 


Are we heading for a recession or a depres- 
sion? 

This question was answered by Dr. Gor- 
don S. Watkins, provost of the University of 
California at Riverside, when he spoke at the 
recent second annual economic conference of 
Riversid and San Bernardino counties. 

He spoke at considerable length in making 
his points that America is strong and able to 
withstand the burden of changing economic 
conditions. But we turn to his conclusion for a 
thumb nail summary of his highly important 
speech: 

“If this analysis of our economic system has 
revealed anything, it is that the American e- 
conomy is fundamentally sound and has a po- 
tential for expansion which even the most pes- 
simistic cannot deny. 

“Unless we make childish and stupid mis- 

takes, which often issue from the defiance of 
sound economic policy by sectional and sel- 
fish interests, our economic system will not ex- 
perience a prolonged depression and certainly 
not collapse in the foreseeable future. 
_ “The outlook for expanded production and | 
Increasingly wide distribution of wealth and 
income is promising. A new era of human well- 
being lies ahead for the human race if wisdom, | 
justice and peace dominate our motives and 
our relations. 

“Upon the material basis of our existence 
we raise a superstructure of social, moral and | 
spiritual values that will give life and expanded | 
meaning and lead us to horizons of happiness 
and self-realization not yet equalled in the long 
history of the human race.”
